
City Band Celebrates 125 Years  
Prior to phonographs, radio,  

movies and television, live music 

like bands  and orchestras were a 

fundamental part  of a  

c o m m u n i t y ,  b o t h  f o r  

entertainment and ceremonies. 

This year marks the 125th  

anniversary of the Marquette City 

Band, one of the longest standing 

organizations in the community.  
 

In the fall of 1887 the City  

persuaded members of the  

Calumet Eureka Band to relocate 

to Marquette to form the  

Marquette City Band. Soon local 

musicians began to join the 

group. The Marquette City Band 

was noted for their musicianship 

and high quality of playing. 
 

Like many bands in the late 1800s 

the Marquette City Band  

struggled financially. Purchasing 

and maintaining instruments, 

sheet music and uniforms proved  

expensive. Competition was also a 

factor as smaller bands and  

orchestras flourished and as  

different forms of entertainment 

became available. In its infancy 

the Marquette City Band played infrequently due to a lack of funding, and it wasn’t until 

1929 that John M. Longyear passed a petition asking voters to support a municipally 

funded band. The citizens voted yes to municipal funding that continues to support the 

band enjoyed today. 
 

Marquette native and resident Bob Moore has been a band member for over 50 years. In 

1934 Moore attended Howard Jr. High school and played trumpet in school orchestra. 

“In those days there was little to no formal training for a young man who wanted to play 

the trumpet,” according to Moore. Coming from a musical family, Moore was mostly self-

taught. The Howard Jr. High School and the Marquette City Band Director, Martin  

Johnson suggested he audition. Moore was only 13 years old when he joined the band’s 

brass section. Moore began his first year in last chair, but by the end of the year he had 

risen to first principle chair. There were no uniforms provided, but participants were paid 

a $3.00 stipend per concert. Soon Moore’s skills advanced. He played “dance music” in 

big bands such as the Glen Willis Orchestra and played professionally throughout the 

Midwest. Moore has played with the Marquette City Band through out his life and  

continues to be an active member when he has the opportunity.  
 

Marquette City Band has and continues to be an integral part of our local traditions 

and also provides opportunities for aspiring young musicians like Moore. Come 

celebrate Marquette City Band’s 125th anniversary and give three cheers for the next 

hundred years.

How do we describe Marquette?  What is our vision for 

where we wish to go? 
 

I get these questions all the time, and there is no single 

answer.   When with business people, the answer  

usually has to do with the economy and investments.  

When with property owners, the interest is mostly with 

street improvements and waste services.  When with 

youth, they mostly ask about arts, culture, and  

recreation.  I offer comments on what is currently  

underway, and a few things that are planned for the 

upcoming year.   I also make sure to ask “What would 

you like to see happen?” 
 

When I’m spending time with people from outside the 

area, the questions are a little easier, but the answers 

are much harder.  “What are those sparkly stones that 

we find on the Iron Ore Heritage Trail?”  I answer 

“specular hematite – a legacy of our mining industries, 

and we ship over $200M worth from the Port of  

Marquette every year.”  “What are those green stones 

that line the harbor?”  “A type of locally-mined marble, 

not too dissimilar from the finest Italian Verde  

Antigua.”  “Birds-eye Maple is beautiful; is it unique to 

Marquette?”  “It is beautiful, but not unique to the U.P.  

It is a valuable local export, and global companies buy 

even single logs to turn into veneers for artwork and 

furniture.” 
 

I also get questions about people watching.   “I was 

walking my dog along a trail, and I ran into Olympic 

medalist Shanni Davis and his friend.”  “I was eating at 

a local restaurant, and I thought I saw Apolo Ohno in 

the kitchen!”  “I was here a while ago and I saw the 

Rolling Stones at the Landmark Hotel!”  “I think Jeff 

Daniels married a local girl.”  “I was here to listen to 

both President Bush and President Obama speak!”  
 

What kind of place is this?!?  How do you describe a 

place where the waterfront is lined in the finest  

marble; where the world’s elite come to visit friends 

and family, and where residents fiercely protect the 

balance between the works of Man and Nature?     
 

Simply, “Marquette.” 
 

So how do establish a vision for preserving what we 

love most about Marquette, and investing in things 

that will make it even better?  Ensuring all community 

interests are represented and preserved is a function 

of the Community Master Plan.   This effort solicits  

resident interest across a plethora of activities and 

needs, and ultimately will be used to inform policy 

decisions related to economic development, strategic 

planning, and annual budget priorities.    There will be 

lots of opportunities for input to the plan (i.e., parks 

and recreation; waterfront usage; environmental  

preservation; agriculture policies; historic preservation, 

just to name a few) through meetings, on-line surveys, 

and personal discussion – any and all views are  

requested!   We welcome and need all residents to 

participate – and to help us capture what can only be 

described as simply, Marquette.

Revised City Charter Submitted to the State 
Final preparation of the Revised City Charter was completed on May 30, 2012 and subsequently  
submitted to the Governor’s Office and the State Attorney General’s Office. Receipt of the Charter has 
been acknowledged by the State and their review process is under way. The City will remain in  
contact with the State during the review process as there are likely to be some editorial  
suggestions from the Attorney General’s Office. The City has submitted some supplemental  
information to the Attorney General at their request in the form of copies of our current Charter and 
the legal manuscript that was provided by Municipal Code Corporation (MCC). The State  
review process is expected to be completed by Mid-August so that the Revised Charter can be  
included on the November Presidential Election Ballot. The May 30, 2012 meeting of the Charter 
Commission was cancelled as the Revision was completed prior to the meeting. Additional  
meetings may be called this summer and during the fall to work on suggestions from the State and to 
adopt ballot language as well as to discuss the presentation of the Charter to the public prior to the 
election.

Summer Tax Deferment  
Eligible taxpayers may defer their summer taxes by  
submitting an application for deferment to the City  
Treasurer before September 15th.   To qualify, the gross 
annual household income cannot exceed $40,000 and the 
applicant is either: 1) age 62 years or older, 2) paraplegic or 
quadriplegic, 3) eligible service person who served in the 
active military forces during a period of “war,” 4) blind, or 
5) totally and permanently disabled.  A deferment  
defers the due date of the summer taxes from August 4th to 
February 14th without penalty or interest. 

New City utility rates will take effect 
with the July 2012 billing cycle.  The 
new rates were approved by the 
City Commission as part of the  
annual budget process in May.    
There will be a slight  increase in the 
garbage and stormwater base rates.  
Water and sewer rates consist of a 
base rate and a variable rate.  The 
base rates for both water and sewer 
will not change, however, the  
variable rates will increase slightly 
as shown in the table, right.

Summer Tax Information  
Summer Property Tax statements will be 
mailed to City residents on June 29th.  Tax  
collection begins July 1st and payments are 
accepted without penalty through August 
4th.  The summer property tax bill includes 
taxes for the School, Marquette-Alger  
Regional Education Service Agency, State 
Education, Library, City, Senior Millage, 
County Operating, and the Iron Ore  
Heritage Trail.   

Nominating Petitions Approved 
As of the May 15, 2012 deadline, eight people filed petitions for two City Commission seats and 
three people filed for two seats on the Board of Light and Power (BLP).  In accordance with the City 
Charter, the eight candidates for City Commission positions will appear on the August Primary  
ballot. This occurs when there is more than twice the number of candidates than there are open 
seats. Candidates for the BLP will only appear on the November 6, 2012 General Election ballot as no 
primary is required (a minimum of five candidates would have had to file to require a primary for 
the BLP). On Thursday, May 17, 2012 the nominating petitions were reviewed and approved by the 
Election Board. They were then sent to the County Clerk to be added to the appropriate ballots.  The 
top four candidates from the August Primary Election for the City Commission positions will appear 
on the November General Election ballot.

The Marquette Beautification and Restoration Committee, Inc. (MBRC) 
held their 12th Annual Awards Luncheon on May 10, 2012 at the  
Landmark Inn.  The committee annually honors  individuals and/or  
businesses that have made a positive impact on Marquette.  This year 
there were seventeen awards given in eight categories, as listed below.  
 

Marion Sonderegger was given the Lifetime Achievement Award. She has 

been very involved in the community throughout her life and  

graciously has helped fund and work on many projects in the City,  

including the Presque Isle Pavilion. She is a patron of arts and culture 

and has recently agreed to chair the new MBRC project of restoring the 

Father Marquette Statue. 
 

The Phil Niemisto Volunteer Award was given to two members of the 
Telephone Pioneers of America who have been involved in the  
Adopt-A-Park project since 1986.  Shirley LaBonte has made the Dead 
River Park, also known as the LaBonte Park, beautiful and inviting with 
flowers and a waterfall.  Dick Vivian has been the caretaker of the  
Welcome Sign on US 41 South by planting flowers and providing lawn 
upkeep. 
 

The Barbara H. Kelly Historic Preservation Award was given to individuals 

and businesses who have been influential in preserving Marquette’s 

and the Upper Peninsula’s history and/or historical buildings. Cliffs 

Natural Resources was honored for maintaining the LSI Ore Dock for 100 

years. The Graveraet Fountain and Courtyard was also honored. The 

fountain was restored to its original glory with a committee and  

hundreds of volunteers that were led by Sara Cambensy. Peter and  

Audrey Kaufman were given this award for all their involvement and 

their ongoing generosity to the community. The Superior A’s, chaired by 

President Steve Pellinen, was awarded for the Model A Convention held 

in Marquette in June.  
 

The Commercial/Business Improvement Award was given to area  

businesses that have shown improvement to their properties. Dr. Gary 

Asano and Dr. Stephen Wissler have a wonderful, well-landscaped  

professional building that is hidden behind the pine trees at the corner 

of Fair and Lincoln.

Community Master Plan Update - Citizen Involvement Encouraged  

The Marquette City Planning Commission and 
City of Marquette Community Development 
Department staff have recently launched a  
collaborative effort between the community  
and City staff to update the Community Master 
Plan and are calling the project "A Vision for 
Marquette."  A new webpage, www.mqtcty.org/
vision, will provide public access to various 
tools and resources for easy and effective  
participation in the planning process.   
Resources are also available to the public at the 
Planning Department office in City Hall.   

Have for the future of the community, and  
visioning is conducted with the intent that  
recommendations of the Master Plan reflect 
those identified priorities.   
 

Workshops in September and October will 
build on the spring sessions and create a 
community vision statement that will be 
used in the update of the Community Master 
Plan. All Marquette residents and business 
owners are encouraged to come to the fall 
workshops and to participate in the survey.   
 

The Planning Commission's goal is to have a 
final draft of the revised plan completed to 
be presented to the City Commission by the 
end of this calendar year.  The Planning  
Commission meets on the first and third 
Tuesdays of each month at 6:00 p.m. at City 
Hall, except in a few cases when holidays 
create a deviation.  Each third Tuesday  
meeting includes work sessions to update 
the Plan, and public comment is welcomed at 
all meetings.  For more information please 
call Dave Stensaas at 906-225-8103. 

According to City Planner Dave Stensaas, 
"There is a lot happening in relation to the  
update of the Community Master Plan, and it 
all revolves around the people of Marquette 
being involved. There are public visioning 
workshops - so the public can share ideas and 
dialogue with planners face to face, there is an 
opinion survey online and on paper, there is a 
photo contest and exhibit, and there is a blog 
where residents and business owners can 
share their thoughts and ideas with each other 
and with City officials.  We also have a  
Facebook page, ‘City of Marquette Community 
Development  Department,’ where information 
is exchanged, and that has been very helpful." 
 

Three workshops were held in late May and 
early June to identify and document important 
issues for the community's future.  The  
prioritized issues from each meeting may be 
found in the “project update” document that is 
available online or in the Planning Department 
office.  A “visioning” process is being used to 
identify the top priorities that City residents

Accessing the website is quick, easy, and helpful to anyone 
heading out to the beach.  It is strongly encouraged that all 
residents and visitors recreate only at lifeguarded beaches, 
which are South Beach and the enlarged McCarty’s Cove.  
The website points out the location of these beaches and 
also shows unsafe and non-swimming areas along  
Marquette’s eleven miles of shoreline.   
 

Please remember that the “Picnic Rocks” area, due to  
dangerous currents, is closed to swimming.  This area is  
distinctly marked with double red flags, signage, and “danger 
no swimming” buoys.   

The City of Marquette Fire Department now is responsible for 
the City’s Waterfront Safety Program. An integral part of the 
program’s implementation is effective communication.  
Public notification takes many forms, and among them are  
signage, electronic and print media, the flag warning  
system, and the City’s website, www.mqtcty.org/Beachfront. 
 

The beach flag status, the opened or closed status of the 
beaches, and the presence of dangerous currents and water 
temperatures can all be accessed on the City’s website. The 
beachfront website is updated on a daily basis at noon,  
Memorial Day through Labor Day (the regular beach season).

Lakeview Arena gets Upgrades 

In 2009 the City of Marquette issued $8,475,000 worth 
of bonds for capital projects. Lakeview Arena was  
allocated $1,300,000 for improvements and upgrades. 
Three years later, final renovations at the City facility 
are scheduled to be complete in August.  Doug Smith, 
assistant Parks and Recreation Director, comments, 
“The upgrades offer greater energy conservation and 
therefore a reduction in utility costs. The public will 
notice the new scoreboard, improved lighting along 
with new, clean locker room and shower facilities." 
   
Improvements include the replacement of the heating 
boiler system, installation of a dehumidification system 
(Russell Arena), replacement of the north side of the 
roof (Russell Arena), replacement of the HVAC system, 
installation of a new water heater to serve the kitchen, 
replacement of the domestic hot water heat  
exchanger, replacement of the scoreboard (Russell 
Arena), replacement of the arena overhead  
florescent lighting (Russell and Olson Arenas), and 
renovation of the locker rooms including lighting, 
flooring, shower walls, shower floors, shower fixtures 
(Russell Arena).
